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The Soviet 6 Mechanised Troop Unit 1 , comprising 400 men, arrived at 
Yonha-done (124-29, 40-07) (KS 2641) on 15 September from Manchuria, 
The troops were wearing Worth Korean winter uniforms} they were armed 
with PPSh’s, and had some armored vehicles, 

in September there were 2,000 Chinese Communist troops 
Soviet rifles and FFSh's at Kaju-ryong (126-20, 39-41) (YD 0095). 
During the first week in September 10 medium tanks arrived from 
Manchuria and were camouflaged at the base of a hill 500 meters 
northeast of Kaju-ryong. 

In mid-September there were 3,000 Chinese Communist troops equipped 
with Soviet rifles and PFSh'e at Yongbyon (125-48. 39-49) (Yh 4011).
